The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Figures 1 and 9A of Harth et al. (US2002/01 28695) have most of the elements of 
claim 10 before the amendment above, therefore, the examiner discussed this issue 
with the attorney on June 27, 2006 as a 103 rejection in that it would have been obvious 
to modify the lamp arms of Figure 9A to the suggested alternative of Figure 1 , making 
them adjustable in length. However, to overcome this rejection, the limitation of claim 11 
was inserted in claim 10 as above. Harth et al. fail to disclose or suggest a means to 
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activate the lamps having predetermined colors in a predetermined sequencing. In 
addition no other prior art reference was found which teaches or suggests this limitation 
and a proper motivation to combine it with Harth et al.
